A Relation of the had condition of the 
Mountains about the Tungaroufe and Bata- 
vim Rivers, having their fourcefrom thence 9 
occafioned by the Earthquake betmen tlie 
%th and $th of January, i(?$$* Drawn up 
from the Account given by the Tommagon 
Porbo Nata, {who hath been there) and 
fent to the Burgermafter Witfth> who commit* 
nicatedit to the R< Society, of which he is a 
Member* 

THat the great Batavia River from above Tangala 
Warna^ being a place from whence the laid Ri- 
ver receiveth the greateft part of its water, is ftopt 
up, or covered with Earth from the fala Hills, till 
beyond the Hill Tfyoufpokit/iil ; fo that the place 
where the River had its courfe formerly, was not co 
be feen. 

That far beyond the Hill Tjyonfpokitsjil, towards 
Batavia, the Water comes forth again from under the 
Earth , which is fank down, but thick and muddy, 
paffing over and thorow the 'Trees, wherewith- die Ri- 
ver formerly was ftopt up. 

That the Trees lying in the River are of a fpecia! 
bignefs, and foclofe packt together, that it is impof- 
fible to conceive how they came fo. 

That from the Mountains fcituated near the begin- 
ning of the Bat avian River, called by the Javanhws 
Songfy-tjialivpong i feven Hills are funk down, viz. 5 
on this fide, and 2 on the other. But that the Mount, 
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irom whence the River hath alfo its fource, above 
Talaga Warm*, within the Mountains Terkukp r are 
not i link do*vn, nor have received any damage. 

That the Tangarang River, called by the Natives 
Sough} Sedanj r is alio ftopt up, and covered with 
Earth, from the Hill and Branch Sahck to the River 
Antum y and from thence to Tangaram, being filled up 
with Trees, but not in fuch a great quantity 9 nor fo 
clofe together, as in the Rat avian River, That on 
this fide the Tangaran River, 9 are funk down by the 
Earthquake, and that 7 Branches, that had formerly 
their iilue in the River Tangaran^ are alfo covered with 
Earth 5 but that *3 other Hills, lying alfo on this fide 
of the fame River, and called Afinjan, Dauw. and 
Kasfichi % had not fuftained any damage, whereby the 
Branches Antan and Kaniki, the latter into the firft 
branch,, and the firft into the River Tangaran,, have 
kept their courfe. And that the Hill Oudjong teboe, 
being called alfo Sedani, from whence the Tangaran 
River had its fource, is not funk down or hurted.. It 
is alfo obferved in the Tangara'n River, at the place 
where it is ftopt up with Trees, that the defcending 
Water being thick and muddy, went backward with a 
motion not unlike the Waves of the Sea, when mo- 
ved by a Tempeft. 

That the high Lands between the Rat avian and 
Tangaran Rivers, behind the old Court of the Jacca- 
tra Kings, called Pakkp^ng y having been a great 
Wood, is changed after the Earthquake into a great 
and open Field, wholly deftitute of Trees, the furface 
of the Ground being covered with a line red clay, 
fucb as the Mafons ufe here ; which in fome places 
was as hard that it could eudure the treading and go- 
ing upon it, and in other places men did fink above a 
foot into it. That at the place of the old Court cal- 
led Vackowang y fituated between the RaUvian and 
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afrgtmrn Rivers, no other: damages fmth bee® feee* 
han that the Land thereabouts hath been: rent and di- 
vided afunder with great clefts more than a foot wide: 
but that the River Tficome % proceeding from a Pit or 
Well in the afcrefaid Court of Packpvp'ang^ and run* 
ning a great way under ground, and then coming 
forth again, taking its courfe towards Ank$ y had not 
received any harm, bat kept its courfe uninterrupted. 

That the Tommagon Porbo Nata in his going to- 
wards the Mountains, had heard a Noife like unto 
Thunder 5 and fearing that a finking down of the 
Ground, or an eruption of Water would follow, he 
had ftood ftili with thofe that were about him* 
and feen afterwards that the Earth from the top of 
the Mountains funk down ^ and that hearing no fur- 
ther noife, he went on his journey, having in going 
and coming back fpent nineteen days by the way, and 
felt forty times an Earthquake : And that fince his 
return from the Mountains, lie had felt the like fha*» 
kings two hundred and eight times.

V. AnExtraU of' a Letter from Dr James Bur- 
rough, to Mr Houghton, A R, S. concern* 
ing a Bulimia. 

A Bout a month ago at Stanton (feven miles offthis 
place) a labouring man,of middle ageiiad for fome 
•lime fo inordinate an Appetite, that I had k attefted 
•to me from an Eye< witnefs, that he eat up an ordina- 
ry Leg of Veal roafted at a meal 5 andyfed at fuch an 
extravagant rate for many days together.- He would 
eat Sow-thiftles,and divers other Herbs as greedily, du- 
ring the time his .jB^f* lafted , as the Beafts that are 
wont to ufe fuch food $ and all he could get was Jit- 
tie enough to fatisfy his hunger. I a m told he voided 
divers Worms as long as an ordinary Tobacco-pipe, 
and fome of them bigger .about 'than the (hank of a 
common Tobacco-pipe is. After which his Appetite 
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
